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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1-20 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claims 1 and 15, 
the recited pronoun such as "it" fails to positively indicate what element is referred by it. Instead 
of such pronoun, it is suggested that the particular element is specified in its place. Also, through 
out the claims, it is suggested that the transitional phrase such as "comprising" or "consisting" is 
used to set the preamble from the body of the claims. Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the heating elements that are 
positioned diametrically as recited in claim 5 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
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drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains extraneous word such as 
"invention". Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 12 which recites "the pipe has a perimetric lip an in that part of the casing" renders 
the scope of claim vague since it is unclear how the perimetric lip relates to the casing. 
Furthermore, there is no proper antecedent basis for "the annular protuberance". 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1-4, 6, 8, 10, 1 1 and 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Millan (US 6,285,830). 

Millan shows a device for evaporating a volatile substance that includes a wick (4), a 
heating source having heating elements (5), a pipe (9) having lateral openings in the lower part 
of the pipe as shown in Fig 2 that can move or rotate relative to the heating source, a casing that 
supports the heating elements and the pipe, and the pipe further having the upper section that juts 
out of the casing to allow manual movement of the pipe. 

9. Claims 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Vidal (US 
1,994,932). 

Vidal shows a device for vaporizing the volatile substance with a heat source for 
providing a heated hot air in a small chamber defined within a tubular pipe that encloses a wick. 
The amount of the hot air is regulated with the activation of the heating source. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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1 1 . Claims 5, 7, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Millan (US 6,285,830) in view of Vieira (US 6,563,091) or Yamamoto et al (US 4,874,924). 

Millan shows the device claimed except for providing the heating elements diametrically 
to the pipe. 

Vieira or Yamamoto shows an evaporation device including a wick with a plurality of 
heating elements that are provided diametrically facing the wick. 

In view of Viera or Yamamoto, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to adapt Millan with the diametrically facing heating elements to sufficiently and evenly heat 
the wick through which the volatile substance is drawn up by capillary action. 

With respect to the recitation of the rectangular shaped resistance, Yamamoto shows the 
heating resistances having the rectangular shaped profiled. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to further adapt Millan with the resistances or heating elements having 
the rectangular shape or any other suitable shapes as a matter of a design choice to conveniently 
accommodate the overall shape and form of the device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

12. Claim 9 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

13. Claim 12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
